Species 4 - claims 24-27, 55-61 , directed to a microphone with a plurality of 
sound openings. 

Species 5 - claims 28-29, directed to a low noise microphone transducer with a 
diode. 

Species 6 - claims 30 and 34, directed to a low noise microphone transducer 
with a series of capacitors and transistors switches. 

Species 7 - claims 32 and 33, directed to a low noise microphone transducer 
with a variable capacitance diode. 

Species 8 - claims 36-39, directed to a hearing aid housing. 

Species 9 - claims 40-43, 51, 52, and 67-69, directed to a microphone assembly. 
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Species 10 - claims 78-80, directed to a method of forming a microphone 
assembly for a hearing aid.
